of the sun, soaring over the earth. 
It carries the legend, "U. S. Man 
in'Space," and in capital letters: 
PROJECT MERCURY. 


Demand was instant. More than 


70,000 stamps were sold in the 
first two hours at the philatelic 
window of the Benjamin Franklin 
Post Office in Washington. 


In New. York City the crowds 


were so large at the philatelic 
window of the main post 
office 


that Postmaster Robert Chrislcn- 
berry ordered general sale at all 
windows. 


In Baltimore and San Francisco 


some people questioned the fact 
that the words . "U.S. Postage" 
wore omitted from the stamp. E. 
T. Bccas, Woodland, Calif., stamp 
collector, called it the greatest 
philatelic blunder in post office 
history. 


But a Post Office Department 


spokesman in Washington said it 
was no blunder, it was intentional. 
The idea was to emphasize the 
space flight and it was felt the 
words "U.S. Postage" were not 
necessary, he said.
